Dear Mr. Smathers: 

This is in response to your letter dated January 20, 2012 to the Office of Government Ethics 
(OGE), FOIA Officer in which you requested "all OGE Form 202, Notice of Conflict of Interest 
Referral Form received in calendar year 20 11". 

While processing your request, OGE discovered documents belonging to the General Service 
Administration (GSA), Office of Inspector General (OIG). These documents were forwarded to 
the GSA/OIG to determine whether the documents are subject to disclosure under the FOIA. 
After careful review, we are releasing the documents with certain information redacted. The 
redacted information, which relates to personal information regarding persons other than 
yourself, is being withheld under Exemption 7(C) of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. §552(b)(7)(C). Release 
of this information could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of the 
personal privacy of the persons mentioned in the records. 

You have the right to appeal for disclosure of the information by writing to the Freedom of 
Information Act Officer, Office of the Inspector General, General Services Administration, 
Washington, D.C. 20405, within 120 days of your receipt of this letter. The appeal must be in 
writing and contain a statement of reasons for the appeal. Please enclose copies of your initial 
request and this response. The envelope and letter should be clearly marked as a "Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal."
